Mizuno (US Patent 6,313,821 ); Zavracky (US Patent 6,320,568); Kasahara et al (US 
Patent 6,331 ,843) are made of record for teach of adjusting display brightness level 
according to the temperature of the device. However, the prior art of record fails to 
teaches having a sensor for measuring the temperature difference of the central portion 
of the screen and the outer peripheral portion, and adjusting the luminance of the 
screen based on the value of the temperature difference of the central portion of the 
screen and the outer peripheral portion as recited in the claims.
